MY LETTER TO A FRIEND 


Dear Dr. Davidson: 


If you had not discovered that I have identified 
myself with a modern cult of healing (as you call it), 
we should not have had this opportunity to renew 
our acquaintance. Aside from being delighted at 
having learned where you are now located and hav- 
ing you confide in me some of the problems which 
present themselves in your new location, I am very 
much interested in what you call a comparison of 
the faith of our fathers with the teachings of the 
metaphysical cults of healing. 

I followed your advice and looked up most of the 
Bible references, some of which are quite familiar to 
me and others not so fresh in my mind. With some 
of the new ideas has come a renewed interest in the 
Bible and, incidentally, a definite awakening. 

Your question, ““Where has this newfangled truth 
been all these years that the Bible students have not 
discovered it?” is strangely familiar to me because 
I have often asked the same question and have won- 
dered how any sincere seeker after Truth could let 
it evade him. I think that the difficulty has been this: 
Too many investigators hold to old ideas. If a newly 
found truth does not meet the measure of the old 
conception, they brand the newly found truth heretical 
or spurious. If one holds to the intricacies of dogma, 
his mind is not receptive to simple truth. 

You speak of the old-fashioned religion of your 
father and your mother as being good enough for you. 
We often speak flippantly of staying with the same 











political party with which our forefathers were identi- 
fied, but is it not a little far-fetched to think of one’s 
religion in the same way? I know you will pardon 
a personal reference: Do you think that the religion 
which your parents embraced was entirely sufficient 
for them? As I recall your parents, it does not seem 
that either one of them was especially happy or 
healthy or enjoyed many blessings in life. I am sure 
that neither of them was content with the life of pri- 
vation to which they resigned themselves. 


Many persons feel that religion should be hal- 
lowed with mystery and placarded, “Hands Off.” 
Why should they take this attitude, when they criti- 
cize most other things? What if your brother Leo, 
one of the best chemists in the state, should take the 
attitude that scientific teachings and theories of other 
days are too sacred to be investigated or improved? 
Cannot religion defend itself if put to the test? 

Why should not the searchlight of Truth be 
turned on religion just as on anything else? Religion, 
after all, is man-made. It is a system of faith and 
worship by which man indicates his recognition of 
the existence of God. Remember that systems of 
worship and religions change. The vital truths of 
God, which man seeks to understand through religion, 
never change. Religion should always be the serv- 
ant of the seeker after Truth. When man questions 
religion he but questions the beliefs which he and his 
fellow men have entertained. This is no disrespect 
to God or to Truth. 

Your belief that the Bible should be literally in- 


terpreted no doubt is quite inconsistent at times. I 

















recall hearing of the following incident which took 
place one time in a primary Sunday school class: 
The teacher was reading the ninety-first Psalm, ac- 
cording to the Authorized version. She had just 
finished the verse: “He shall cover thee with his 
feathers.” One little fellow was bewildered and with 
eyes and mouth wide open said, “My verse last week 
said God has fingers. How can He have both fingers 
and feathers?”” The teacher was reported to have 
answered, “Well, if we are good little boys we will 
believe just what we are told. Possibly, after all, 
they are not real feathers.” ‘This was not sufficient 
for the juvenile heckler and he came back with the 
poser: “If God makes real feathers for the ostriches 
and things, why should He wear artificial feathers 
Himself >?” 


You can see that we have to do more than follow 
blindly the teachings of religious people who have 
gone before us. If they did not interpret the symbol- 
ical language and grasp the deep, spiritual truths of 
the Bible, we should not hesitate to try to discover 
them for ourselves. 


Does Unity School make a god of right think- 
ing? Do you think that other schools do so? In 
the many years that you were in school, right think- 
ing was emphasized on every hand. Only by right 
thinking can one unlearn the things which have pre- 
viously been taught him and which he has found to 
be erroneous; only by right thinking can he escape 
ignorance; only by right thinking can he establish 
Truth in his mind. Education is simply a process of 
thinking correctly upon some given subject. 








You say that man can only contact God through 
prayer. Again, right thinking plays a part. 
prayerful attitude exalts man to the higher thought 
that carries him into spiritual consciousness. In Unity 
teachings, right thinking is but a means to this end, 
the higher consciousness. For this reason a study of 
Truth, in the spirit of devotion, helps to bridge the 
seeming gap between man and God and to establish 
a stronger union between them. 


You say that the right mental attitude has some 
effect in preserving health but you think that Unity 
instruction overestimates the value of right thinking in 
restoring man to health. Remember that we teach 
that right thinking is of educational value to the mind. 
Right thinking does not directly bring about physical 
health. Right thinking is but a step toward making 
spiritual contact with God. Spiritual and physical 
regeneration is an ultimate outgrowth of mental re- 
generation. 

Divine healing does not come about by psycho- 
logical processes. The healing work of Jesus as re- 
corded in the Bible came through His having awak- 
ened, in those who came to Him for healing, a real- 
ization of their inner spiritual forces. The teachers 
in Unity School of Christianity seek to awaken men 
to the same regeneration and the same conversion 
(change of heart) which leaders of the old-time re- 
ligion taught. But they carry the work further: They 
help the individual to apply Christian principles to 
his physical and other immediate needs. 


Unity teachings give little thought to the historical 
or literal side of the Bible. Much attention is given 


to the mystical and inner meaning of the book, and 
especially to the teachings of Jesus. The student is 
taught to find that God is not afar but is at the very 
center of his being. He is taught that Truth can be 
applied to his daily needs. Every problem can be 
solved through recourse to the inner forces, the deep 
channels of spiritual energy, the very presence of 
Spirit. 

The problems which have presented themselves 
in your new location have a solution. As a minister, 
your present work is to find the vital truth of Chris- 
tianity, and learn not only to apply it to the problems 
of your church but also to teach your parishioners 
that Christianity is something so vital and so prac- 
tical that it can be applied to all of their problems— 
mental, physical, and financial. 


If the parish to which you have gone has not been 
able to draw the people, the reason is quite simple: 
It lacks something living and magnetic. You will 
need to discover a truth in the teachings of Christ that 
is so vital and so attractive that men will literally fall 
over one another to get to you and learn about it. 


You say that people seem so indifferent to religion 
nowadays. Let me tell you something: About a 
year ago, I heard that a lecture on practical Chris- 
tianity and metaphysical healing was to be given at 
a church one evening at eight o'clock. I went to that 
church a few minutes after seven, and found virtually 
every seat taken. Were these people indifferent to 
religion? Do you think that the board of that church 
has such problems as you mention in your letter? 
Somehow, we do not think that there is the right spirit 











in a business which does not draw the people; why 
should we think that the right spirit is in a church 
which people avoid? What would you think of a 
cigar store or a garage which had to give an oyster 
supper or a mock wedding in order to pay its rent? 
Would you take your business there? 


You think that Unity has started a new religion. 
One of the beautiful things about Unity is that it 
does not seek to compete with the churches. You 
will find no criticism of another’s religious views in 
its publications. Its work is entirely nonsectarian, 
undenominational. Many ministers and church mem- 
bers come to Unity teachers for help. Ministers are 
not asked to leave their churches to embrace Unity. 
The Unity work is to make practical Christians out 
of church members. Unity School is but a vehicle 
used to awaken people to vital Christianity. You 
need not worry about sects or denominational differ- 
ences. Learn the truth and give it to your people. 
If you are loyal to Truth you will find that Unity 
requires nothing else of you. 

Again, cease to think of Unity as some new- 
fangled religion. The teachings are new to many 
people but they are not new truths. Truth is like a 
golden thread running through the fabric of religion. 
In some religions it is quite in evidence; in others, it 
seems almost obscured, at times. 

Speaking of traditions and dogmas such as you 
think Unity teachings overlook, have you ever thought 
of this: Suppose that all these dogmas, traditions, 
and religious legends were absolutely blotted out at 
the present time; suppose that there were left no trace 











of some of these little pet doctrines over which re- 
ligious people argue and dispute; suppose that there 
were no human authorities to interpret religion for us, 
no confusing religious commentaries; suppose that we 
were primitive in our religion, having only a sense of 
the presence of God within us and a knowledge of 
the teachings of Jesus Christ—do you think that 
Christianity would feel the loss? 

Is this a plea to discard the time-treasured dog- 
mas and traditions of our ancestors? No, my friend, 
simply a plea for that which is vital and practical. 
Men much in need of peace and health may become 
slaves to some religious system, either as teachers of 
it or as students. Men even give up faith in God 
and humanity simply because the vitality of Chris- 
tianity is somehow withheld from them. 

Your letter, to me, gives the impression that you 
are too proud to give up a view of the Bible and of 
life which you and your parents have held all of these 
years. If you would serve humanity to the best of 
your ability, you may have to give up the religious 
views of your parents. Has the fact that you have 
been loyal to the religious views of others made your 
own life any richer? Could it possibly do so? 

Unity thought seeks to teach one to find his own 
indwelling Spirit, to find the kingdom of God within 
him, to know that God is with him at all times, to 
know that God is his very life and being, to recognize 
that love for his fellow man fulfills the law. Do you 
not agree with these simple propositions? Then take 
them as your own. You need not even give Unity 
credit for pointing out the way to you. God gives 














Himself to you when you learn His Truth. Start 
with these simple facts and gradually build up a 
consciousness of Truth. You need not leave your 
church or make some revolution in yourself. 


One thing is essential: a nonresistant attitude. df 
you find something in the Bible or learn something 
which does not coincide with explanations given you 
as a theological student, do not be resistant. Go to 
the concordance in your Bible and look up such refer- 
ences as you find listed under the words God, heaven, 
quietness, faith, love, truth, life, healing, joy, and 
courage. In some of these the real meaning may be 
obscured and disappointing but you will find others 
which will give you just what you need. Transla- 
tions of the Bible are not always accurate. Many 
Unity students have several versions of the Bible, and 
when a passage seems obscure they study the various 
translations. 


Be faithful to daily prayer. Unity School does 
not teach that any special physical posture is neces- 
sary. Sitting comfortably helps to bring about a more 
restful attitude than kneeling or standing. The 
prayer we generally use is the Lord’s prayer with 
some other prayer especially worded for the imme- 
diate need. These prayers we call affirmations or 
declarations of Truth. The individual can easily 
word his own declaration unless he is a beginner. 
Some declarations which have been used over and 
over by a number of students become very popular 
and are quite efficacious. Even a simple declara- 
tion such as this will bring results if one is in the right 
frame of mind: 








Turning from outer things, | direct my attention 
to God within my own breast. I am now at-one with 
Him, one with His wisdom, peace, and life. 

If this matter of looking within for God is new 
to you, you will need to feel after God. You will 
need to open inner channels through which God may 
express Himself in you and through you. Do not 
become discouraged in this mystical practice. You 
will finally come to the place where in a very short 
time you can turn within to God and absolutely feel 
His presence. 

You will find that this method of prayer will 
bring about a peace of mind and a freedom of body 
such as you have never had before. You will feel a 
stream of healing life within. You will feel love for 
every one you know. You will find that you have 
wisdom and understanding sufficient to handle all 
your problems. And then—you will be so filled with 
the new discovery that you will want to tell it to 
every one. Your life and your religion will have a 
new meaning. What is it that you will have found? 
Some newfangled idea? Some anti-Christ? Re- 
serve those questions until later; then answer them 
satisfactorily for yourself. 


Have you not dreamed that somewhere, some- 
time, an understanding of life and of Christ would 
come to man? Do you not feel that your parents 
dreamed the same dream? We all have dreamed 
that dream, and it has come true. It is in your power 
to have this dream fulfilled right now.
